Everybody knows our present situation, in the sense that every- 
body knows the multiplication table. But obviously there are mil 
lions who do not realize the truth as it is realized by one whose 
doctor says to him: “You have tuberculosis. You ean die easy or 
get well hard.” 

When that truth is realized, there is an emotional shock that 
seems to chill the stomach and break the hinges of the knees. Then 
spiritual forces rally and there is grim determination to sidetrack 
all other matters and fight and fight until the enemy is finally and 


completely conquered. 


If people thus realized the truth of their present danger, they’ 


would spend no energy on anything but war work, and they would 
work as long as they could stand. They would give all that they 
have. For all that a man has he will give for his life. 

The truth that people do not realize is that this war is not like 
the last, nor like any other war in history since the merciless 
Genghis Khan destroyed and exterminated everything in his path. 

Other wars were fought by soldiers on distant fields, and the 
weaker side saved itself by asking for peace. The losers suffered 
nothing except hurt to their racial pride and perhaps some loss of 
territory and a tax to pay an indemnity. 

But this war is as personal and final as death. No man can 
save himself by giving up. ‘Those who tried it are dead or they 
are slaves, laboring for their conqueror, and their young women 
are imprisoned in brothels. 

If we grow tired and quit, the Japs and Germans will keep what 
they have stolen, and have power to dominate the earth while they 
prepare to finish conquering it. 

If we lose, it will mean complete ruin and degradation for all 
of us. The Japs and Germans would not offer terms or demand 
indemnities. They would take. They would take everything, as 
they have taken wherever they have conquered. They would own 
and hold the earth, and no man anywhere would live except by 
their permission. 

What you now own would be owned by some Jap or German. 
You would work where you were told to work and accept any pay 
granted by a master. .Your women would obey or die. 

We know what would happen, for we have seen it elsewhere.

About Conn and Louis There is, at hand, a 
letter from United 


States Senator W. Warren Barbour, of New Jersey. He 
would like to see Joe Louis and Billy Conn given an op- 
portunity to meet in another heavyweight championship 
fight. 

He addresses a letter to this department simply to sound 
out sguthern sentiment. He wonders if the fight fans 
down this way care one way or another about the staging 
of such a contest. 

There is, of course, a great deal of interest in a 
rematch. Conn went 13 great rounds against Louis 
that other time. Too bad the Irish never learn He 
could have won the fight by staying away from the 
champion. Instead, the Mick in him said to try for a 
knockout. He got knocked out. 

Conn probably would make the same mistake 
again. He’d still have the Mick in him. But what a 
fight it would be, and what a pot of gold it would 
‘produce for the Army Emergency Relief Fund. 
Senator Barbour writes that “I have received a number 

of letters on the subject of a Joe Louis-Billy Conn heavy- 
weight championship fight. My own feelings in this 
connection are the same as the average American sports 
fan. Frankly, I would like to see Joe and Billy given an 
opportunity of engaging in such a bout, and I believe that 
millions of boxing fans throughout the country must feel 
the same way.” 

That’s right. And the time is ripe. The senator 
speaks of circumstances which forced cancellation of 
their proposed bout last fall. The taint of commer- 
cialism smelled to the high heavens. The War De- 
partment got a whiff and called the whole thing off. 
One bad egg doesn’t mean the entire dozen’s spoiled, 

however, and as Senator Barbour says, “it does seem a 
creat pity that the determination of the officials at that 
time should have established a policy which would per- 
manently preclude the staging of one of America’s greatest 
boxing events.” 

Surely by now the War Department has altered its 
views. Too much relief money is at stake.

was a recent fight between Private Tommy Gomez, Army 
of the United States, and Tony Musto at Tampa, Fla. 

The event was given considerable publicity and was 
staged by a private promoter. Gomez was given time off 
to train for the bout and arrived in his home city well in 
advance of the fight. 

No objection is being raised. But if Gomez can 
get time off to fight Musto, why can’t Louis and Conn 
be granted time to get in shape for another fight of 
the century? 

I agree 100 per cent with the senator, and-I am 
sure al! fight fans feel the same way, that both parties 
are victims of an unfortunate situation which can, 
and should, be rectified by those responsible in high 
Army circles. 

Explaining his interest in another Conn-Louis fight, 
Senator Barbour adds: “I am a fight fan. My keen in- 
terest in the sport brought me the distinction of being. se- 
lected official timekeeper at the Jesse Willard-Jack Demp- 
sev fight in Toledo, and what a fight that was! I proposed 
the bill in the senate that now make it legal to transport 
fight films across state lines. One of. my most treasured 
possessions is the trophy I won as amateur heavyweight 
champion of the United States and Canada in 1910. I men- 
tion this only that you will better understand my enthu- 
siasm, but I hesitate to initiate any plan predicated on my 
judgment alone. I would like, therefore, to get the opin- 
ion of leading sports writers from all parts of the country.” 

He points out that his duties in the senate would pre- 
clude his devoting much time to such a project personally, 
but that he would be glad to assist in the promotion of the 
bout by capable men of unquestioned integrity.
